SEASONAL CONDITIONS—TASMANIA. 


Rainfaill—Although no real relief was afforded the dry areas of the State, seasonal conditions did not 
deteriorate seriously during January, 1961. The Derwent, Central Plateau, West Coast and King Island districts 
were the driest, receiving less than half of normal rainfall. Totals of less than 1 inch were recorded in the lower 
Derwent Valley and the lower Midlands while totals of less than 4 inch were recorded in the Hamilton area. 


The highest rainfall totals approaching 4 inches occurred in the North-East Highlands while in the Launces- 
ton area and the Northern Midlands rainfall totals were the highest for some months. Rains in the North and 
North-East were associated with thunder activity. Fair general falls were experienced in the period 24th-26th 
and on the 31st in most areas except the North. 


Temperature.—Maxima 4° to 6° above normal were recorded in the Midlands, the Central Plateau and 
south of the Circular Head district. In the Central North, mean maxima were as high as 75° while 101° was 
recorded at Hobart Airport on the 16th. The general tendency throughout the State was for above normal tem- 
peratures, both by day and by night. 


Hail.—Some apple orchards in the Huon Valley reported damage early in the month. 


Bushfires.—Main outbreaks commencing the 16th were at Lewisham, Nugent, Kempton, Bagdad, in the 
Catamaran Valley and at Upper Blessington and Lileah. A fire emergency period was declared. 


Gales.—Severe damage to orchards in the Tamar Valley occurred on 20th and 21st. 


Crops and Water Supplies.—Huon orchards were in good condition and most areas in the North-West reported 
good pea harvest yields; the prevalence of moist north-easterlies was accompanied by an outbreak of potato blight 
along the North-West Coast. Some orchards in the Tamar Valley needed rain. 


The districts experiencing maximum drought were the East Coast particularly the Swansea area and the 
South-East, in the Jordaw Valley. Other districts badly in need of rain were the Midlands, the Derwent Valley 


and King Island.
